_ POST OFFICE. 


INCREASED EFFICIENCY 
AND WORK. 


INTERESTING PACTS. 


On the business side of Christmas pe 

no department plays a greater part in t 

Og. or marring of the season than the 
Post Office. On its efficiency in the handli 

of the mails depends the smooth running o 
the business and private life of the community. 
How excellent are the arrangements which the 
Free State Postal Department has made to 
deal expeditiously with the heavy demands 
ot the Christmas trade was learned in the 
course of a visit paid by an Irish Times re- 
comers to the principal stations yester- 


The work has been grouped in four main 
sections—riz., Pearse street, where is handled 
the great bulk of the letters; Amiens street, 
the central station for forward parcels ; 
the Fowler Hall, which deals with foreign 
parcels; while local deliveries of letters and 

s are controlled from stations at the 

arcels Office and the Central Model Schools, 

Marlborough street. In the principal stations 

the work of sorting and despatch is carried 

ov throughout the 24 hours of the day, 

so that there may be as little delay as 
possible in transit. 

THE SORTING. 

At Pearse street our representative saw the 
Es system of sorting. ‘The staff here has 

n augmented by over 100 men, and the 
business is carriéd through with remarkable 
simplicity and speed. The electric stamping 
machines, installed for the purpose of 
obliterating and dating the stamps, deal with 
letters at the rate of 2, an hour. 

_ The Christmas pressure started on the 17th 
inst., and, so far as foreign mails are von- 
cerned, on that day there passed through the 
office 528,000 letters, mostly from the United 
States of America. On the three days— 
18th, 19th and 2th—the number of foreign 
letters received and disposed of was 580,000. 
On the Slst there ware 107,000 foreign letters. 
For local letters and letters to England the 
figures were :-— 

17th inst. 

18th inst. 

19th inst. : 

The figures for the past two days were not 
available, but the traffic in local letters and 
letters to England had virtually doubled on 
fuesday and Wednesday. The letters re- 
ceived from Great Britain and the Irish pro- 
vinces were as follow :—

21st. inst. 440,000 

The tratfic under this heading also increased 
considerably yesterday. So far, the traffic 
shows 4 marked daily increase over the cor- 
responding dates last year. The peak point 
of Christmas pressure, has not yet been 
reached, despite all the appeals made to the 
public to t early. It is anticipated that 
to-day and to-morrow the pressure will be 
much heavier than it has been. 

DELIVERY OF LETTERS. 

In order to deal with the increased volume 
of letters, upwards of 200 men have been 
taken on for delivery work—a greater number 
than how vears—so as to ensure that the 
inward English mails will be delivered at the 
usual times, although the mail boats are 
running somewhat later than is normal. 
Another point of interest is that the staffs on 
the travelling st offices (the mail trains) 
have been doubled, to avoid any possibility of 
delay in the delivery of letters on the various 
railway lines. These travelling post offices 
deal directly with a large volume of corre- 
spondence between Great Britain and the Irish 
EA and in that way save the office in 

earse street from handling it. 

It is interesting to know that from the 17th 
to the 21st inst the Pearse street station dealt 
with 26,000 registered letters, posted locally 
or in Great Britain. For the same period 
there were received 25,000 foreign registered 
letters, virtually all from the United States of 
America. During these four days 28,500 
money order advices passed through the Post 
Office, of a value estimated at not Jess than 
£2 each. A further interesting point was that 
more than 60 per cent. were for the West of 
Ireland, so that at least £.J,000 has ‘ound 
its way from America into Western Ireland im 
the past four days. 

HEAVY PARCEL WORK. 

At Amiens street—the forwarding station 
for parcels—the work has been gradually 
reached 
enormously heavy proportions. Figures were 
not available, but it was believed that the 
traffic was heavier than last year's. Some 400 
additional men have. been taken on to keep 
pace with the traffic, and here also the staff 
works in shifts throughout the 24 hours. 

At the Fowler Hal!, where virtually all 
foreign parcels are dealt with, there is engaged 
a stafi of 200, not including Customs’ officers. 
The work is very interesting, as all dutiable 
parcels are here examined. ere, stacked up 
in great piles, were parcels and boxes sent 
through the post from far off Japan, from 
countries on the Continent and from_ the 
United States and Canada. One admired the 
neatness displayed by a Swiss firm of watch- 
makers, who sent their wares in well-made 
sealed boxes, through the new system of 
registered foreign post, 

In a small corner one also saw the outward 
packets from Ireland to foreign parts. 

The comparison was striking as to the 
volume of export and import trade. However, 
the outward parcels for Christmas had swollen 
from a normal rate of 30 bags. with about 10 
parcels each, to 160 bags last week and 200 
the week previous. In this office the staff also 
work the round of the clock, and the expedi- 
tion with which goods are cleared can be 
gauged from the fact that a mail of 657 bags, 
with about 10,000 parcels, ‘received from 
America and Canada on Tuesday, was cleared 
last. night—not bad work, when one considers 
that every parcel had to be opened, inspected 
and re-made.

POULTRY-KEEPING ON 
THE INCREASE.

“RECORD” PRODUCTION IN 


NORTHERN IRELAND. 

Some idea of the extent of poultry-keeping 
in Northern Ireland may be gained from the 
fact that this year the number of hens alone 
in the area is, roúghly, 6} millions, an 
increase of over one million as compared with 
the number in 1925. 

At a representative meeting of Northern 
Ireland poultry breeders, held in Belfast yes- 
terday, the Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, 
D.L., M.P., Minister of Agriculture, presided 
and presented the silver cups and silver and 
bronze. medals awarded in connection with the 
Ministry's fourth egg-laying test for pnilets. 

The Chairman alluded to the continued in- 
terest taken in the tests, and gave an in- 
teresting analysis of the results of the test 
recentiv concluded. The White Leghorns, he 
said, led all cther breeds. with an average 
production of 199.45 eggs per bird, and were 
ollowed by White Wyandottes, with 189.17, 
and Rhode Island Reds, with 188.72. 

The average production per pullet in the 
Ministry's 1925-1926 test was 189.66, which 
not only constituted a '' record " for Stor- 
mont, but considerably exceeded the cor- 
responding figure for the several tests carried 
out in Great Britain during the same period. 
This went to prove that the quality of the 
birds in Northern Ireland was superier te 
that of those entered in the tests in Great 
Britain, a fact on which the breeders were 
to be heartily congratulated. 


THE AWARDS. 

The winner of the Ministry's silver cup for 
the pen laying eggs of highest market value 
during the test was Mr, D. McIntyre, Gas 
Works House, Dungannon, whose pen of 
White Leghorns laid 1,460 eggs, of the value 
of £12 Is.

MEMORIAL TO THE LATE CANON 
CAREY. 

A large congregation was present last 
night in Benner Abbey, County Down, when 
the Bishop of Down and Connor and Dro- 
more (Dr. Grierson) unveiled a tablet to 
commemorate the work done by the late 
rector, Canon Carey, in restoring the abbey, 
The tablet bears the inscription :—‘* This 
stone bears record that James Albert Carey, 
M.A., Precentor of Down and Rector cf 
Bangor, 1916-1925, being careful of the 
ancient heritage of St. Comgall, did inspire 
hi. people to revive, replenish and restore to 
its fullest use this abbey church, in the year 
of our Lord 1917. Having wrought well, he 
entered into his eternal rest on June 20th, 
1925.” The Bishop said that during Canon 
Carey’s incumbency that church awoke, as it 
were, to fuller usefulness. Canon Carey 
loved the church, chiefly, doubtless, from his 
historic sense. The Bishop reminded his 
hearers that the. spot on which they were 
standing was one of the principal centres of 
Christianity in those early days when 
Christianity first came to these islands. He

M. VANDERVELDE ON THE 
BRITISH NOTES.

BRUSSELS, Wednesday. 

British intentions towards China re- 
ceived a generous tribute to-day from 
M. -Vandervelde, the Belgian Foreign 
Minister, in a reply which he made to 
an interpellation regarding Chinese affairs 
by a Communist deputy in the Chamber. 

M. Vandervelde said: “ Since my recent 
visit to Geneva a certain number of facts 
have occurred tending to show that the 
Great Powers interested in China have 
widely different policies. 

“ On the 16th of this month the Belgian 
Minister in Peking informed me that Mr. 
Miles Lampson, the new British Minister 
in’ China, a Councillor of the United 
States Legation, and a high official of the 
Japanese Foreign Office, were at Hankow 
engaged in conversations with representa- 
tives of the Canton Government. Since 
then we have received news that the 
British Chargé d’Affaires in Peking has 
communicated to the representatives of the 
other Treaty Powers a memorandum 
defining the policy which Great Britain 
suggests should be followed towards China. 


A BROAD VIEW. 


“This document has been communi- 
cated to us. I regret to say that I cannot 
at present inform you of its contents, but, 
after having perused it, I may say that 
the principles which it sets out, the policy 
which it proposes, and the immediate 
measures which it suggests, bear witness to 
a breadth of view and a conciliatory 
desire to meet the aspirations of the 
Chinese people which cannot be too greatly 
admired. 

“Great Britain appeals to the other 
Powers for unity, not in order to impose 
or maintain treaties which have seen 
their day, but to revise and adapt them in 
accordance with the just demands of a 
people which desires to be treated as an 
I am con- 
vinced that Great Britain’s cal] will not 
remain unheeded.’’

master had fallen on worthy shoulders, Mr. 
Maher and Mr. Dutne naturally ‘remained 
loyal to the man who had rendered them 
such service in the saddle, and from the first 
he never. lackéd plenty of patronage, which 
his success in his new réle fully justified.
